CHICAGO, ‘May’ 5:(4.—Plans: for 
the ‘world’s tallest building; a seven- 
ty-five-story structure) to: house: the 
general offices of the Tlinois Central 
Railroad ahd: the Crane ‘Manufactur- 


ing ‘Company, were -announced last 
night. 

The, building, to. be known as, the 
Crane Tower; will. rise. 1,022. feet, 
thirty-eight: feet:more,than the Hiffel 
Tower,in Paris... It will be located on 
Chicago’s, new. thoroughfare, , Ran 
dolph..Boulevard, a, continuation .of 
Randolph .Street. extending... from 
Michigan Boulevard. to the lake. .The 
date for beginning. construction. has 
not, been announced. 

In addition .to:.being the. tallest 
structure ever, erected by..man,..it 
will» be the , world’s . largest. office 
building, containing 3,500,000 square 
feet of floor space. ‘The Equitable 
Building in New York contains 1,250,-

The building is to be erected by. the 
Railroad’ Air Rights Corporation, 
organized’ by a syndicate of Chicago 
and, New: York men, represented here 
by.

Union College has a unique oppor-

SIR DOUGLAS MAWSON’S PLANS 

Sir DouGLAS MAWSON’S “ outline” 
of his ‘second penetration of the 
Antarctic asa scientist gives prom- 
ise to those who have studied the 
Australasian éxpedition of 1911-1914 
of a still greater achievement. It 
is curious that Dr. MAWSON began 
his career as an exploring geologist 
by an adventure in 1903 in the New 
Hebrides Islands, which are tropical 
and volcanic. They are situated in 
the western. Pacific, about 1,000 
miles northeast of: Queensland. It 
was in 1907. that his first. contact 
with the Antarctic occurred, as a 
member of the scientific staff of Sir 
ERNEST SHACKLETON’S expedition. 
On his return to Australia, Dr. MAW- 
SON was asked whether he would 
care to make another venture in the 
Antarctic. “I was inclined to re- 
ply,” he said, “with a’ somewhat 
emphatic negative.” 

But, once more'a man in the 
world of men, lulled in the easy 
repose of routine, and performing 
the ordinary duties of a workaday 
world, old emotions awakened, the 
grand, sweet . days returned. in 
irresistible glamor, far away 
*“voices’’ called. 

And: so, when offered command 
of the Australasian expedition of 
1911-1914, which’ was to take him 
deep into Adelie Land, he accepted 
with enthusiasm. It was a terrible 
experience; ‘with intense cold and 
winds of tornado violence. Dr. MAw- 
SON: narrowly escaped the fate of his 
companions, NINNIS and MERZ, who 
lost their lives on a sledge journey 
into the interior.. Now, in 1929; when 
Sir DouGias is 47 years old on the 
‘| 5th of May, he has engaged to lead 
another expedition to the Antarctic.

The aim is to develop the keenest 
national interest in education, but 
to leave the working out of all theo- 
ries. and. projects to the localities 
most directly concerned...

STUART MILL would have approved. 
He favored centralized information, 
provided the acting ‘tipon it was not 
taken from the’hands of self-gov- 
erning communities.

Wireless to THe New Yorx Taps. 

PARIS, May 3—The month-end 
settlements passed off easily on. the 
Paris. market, with money still in 
abundant supply. It appears that in 
the week covered by Thursday’s 
Statement the’ bank sold about “70 
million francs in foreign. exchange, 
which the market bid for. The -in- 
crease of 690 millions in the bank’s 
gold' reserve, making practically 1,600 
millions addition in the three past 


=i) weeks, resulting chiefly from pur- 


chase of. gold. was: paid for ‘by ‘the 
bank from its foreign, exchange re- 
serves. As a consequence, the bank’s 
tatié of’ gold reserves to liabilities, 
for which the legal requirement is 35 
per cent, rose from 43.27 per cent 
to, 48.64. 

These latest ‘operations of the bank 
in the gold market are not at all 
miysterious. The Bank of France 
did not, strictly speaking, sell ‘‘ear- 
marked’* gold to. the German Reichs- 
bank. There were two separate 
transactions, “each simple: enough. 
First, the Reichsbank needed to send 
gold to New Yetrk, whereas the Bank 
of France désired. to; bring home 
from New York part of the gold 
already éarmarked for its account 
at the Reserve Bank. Therefore the 
Reichsbank sent gold to Paris and 
the Bank of France placed an equiva- 
lent amount of gold at the Reichs- 
bank’s disposal in New. York; This 
saved the cost of a double shipment 
and produced’ the result desired by 
each. party. 

Second, when. the’ Reichsbank 
wished to sell gold held in New 
York, the Bank of France bought it, 
paying in dollars from credit bal- 
ances available on the Néw York 
market... The character and result of 
both. operations show that the Bank 
of France not only did, not sell gold 
to the German Reichsbank, but 
bought gold from the German insti- 
tution to add to its own reserve.
